other: colleges in the state, 
but because of local factors 
MPC’s growth has come ear- 
lier and heavier than other 
schools.’’ 

ONE SOLUTION 


The survey-makers have 
found that one solution for 
removing some of the burden 
off the backs of the four-year 
institutions is to build more 
junior colleges. But this will 
be hard to do when JC’s don’t 
have enough funds to pay for 
expansion. 

So, in self-defense, colleges 


are planning to raise admis- 


Sion standards as the ranks 
of new students rise. In fact, 
if the estimates of increasing 
enrollment are thrown off by 
the trend toward more and more 
education for more and more 
youths the seams will burst.

The ancient spirits of King Ar-~ 
thur’s Knights of-the-Round-Table 
+. the resounding lines of Romeo 
and Juliet...the darkness of the 
astle of ‘*The Prisoner of Chil- 
,40n’’,.. great names and great 
‘places...all experienced by the 
chairman of the English Depart- 
ment, Miss Marjorie Landon. 

In a recent interview Miss Lan- 
don told of her trip to England 
Scotland, France, Switzerland and 
Spain. She said that by seeing 
and experiencing first-hand the 
scenes and settings of great works 
of literature she has gained a 
greater perspective and a keener 
insight into her particular field 
of learning. When asked what im- 
pressed her most on the tour, she 
replied: ‘‘The unexpected. I re 
peatedly found myself lodging in, 
or driving through a place of hist- 
orical literary significance.’’ 

Miss Landon found of particular 
interest the ruins of medieval cas- 
tles. One, which she visited, was 
the castle at the resort town of 
Montreux, Switzerland, around 
which Lord Byron centered his im- 
mortal ‘‘Prisoner of Chillon.’’ **But 
by far the most interesting’’ Miss 
Landon recounted, ‘‘was King Ar- 
thur’s castle at Tintagel, Corn- 
wall, in the Southwest of Eng-. 
land. It was here that the daring 
deeds of the Knights of the Round 
Table are believed to have taken 
place. When we first arrived at 
the ruins it was night, the moon- 
light shining on the sombre towers, 
and the wind moaning through the 
tumbled stones created an eerie 
sensation. ’’ 

A drive up the west coast of 
England afforded an enjoyable 
study of the quaint, attractive vil- 
lages, which Miss Landon found 
to be like our own New England 
towns. She visited Stratford-on- 
Avon, of Shakespearian fame, and 
attended a presentation of ‘‘Romeo 
and Juliet.’’
